Slashed by Civil Service

The salary of the chief path- 
Ologist at City Hospital was cut 
by $9000 a year under the city’s 
new pay plan, the Post-Dispatch 
was told today. 

The pathologist, Dr. David S. 
Johnson, was making $25,000 a 
year before the Civil Service | 
Commission announced the new 
plan. The plan set his salary at 
$16,000. 

“I realized it probably was go- 
ing to happen, so I took on some 
outside jobs,” Dr. Johnson told 
a reporter. 

Medical Leaders’ Views. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, director of 
health and hospitals, and deans 
of the Washington and St. Louis 
University schools of medicine, 
agreed Saturday that there is a 
pressing need for a nucleus of 
full-time career doctors to direct 
operations at City Hospital. They 
said that present salaries paid to 
high-level personnel are far too 
low to permit them to work onl 
time. 

They made the hiner. 
in confirming reports that City 
Hospital’s teaching program has 
slipped badly in recent years. 

The result has been a severe 
shortage of interns and resident 
physicians. Without full-time 
physician -teachers to establish 
programs to attract interns, 
they said, the program cannot 
be expected to improve. Dr. 
Smith said pathologists, anes- 
thesiologists and «X-ray special- 
ists particulé«ly wm hard to 
keep at low salagi 

Started at $18,000 ‘in 1956. 

Dr. Johnson, who has been 
laboratory director.for the Hos- 
pital Division for five years, ex- 
pressed accord with those views 

“If I were an intern, I 
wouldn’t come here,” he said. 
“I wouldn’t recommend it. In 
fact, I’ve sent residents away 


under a contract negotiated with 
the city. He supplemented his 
pay with outside work. 

A year or two later, he said, 
he ‘was told he would be able to 
hire another pathologist on a 
conract basis to assist hinr. When 
the promise failed to materialize, 
Dr. Johnson said, he agreed to 
drop the oustide work and devote 
full time to his City Hospital job

$25,000. 
Unable to Keep Help.

he devoted to. the job, Dr. John- | 


son said he never was able to 
hire adequate help at the sal- 
aries the city was willing to pay. 

“One of my competent men 
quit recently and went to Spring- 
field, Mo.," Dr. Johnson said. 
“} was paying him more for 
outside work than he was getting 
as a pathologist for the city.” 

When the city’s new pay plan 
came out last June, Dr. Johnson 
learned his salary had been set 
at $16,000. He was placed in the 
highest category of physicians, 
ranging to a maximum next year 
of $17,104. 

Even with the reduction, Dr. 
Johnson said, he would be will- 
ing to stay if the city would au- 
thorize him to hire one or two 
additional fully qualified path- 
ologists capable of teaching and 
doing their own research, as 
well as seven more technicians. 
To get the help, he said, salaries 
would have t» be improved. 

Dr. Johnson said his profes- 
sional assistants at present are 
paid $8228 a year, and techni- 
cians are getting $3871. ‘That 
simply is not competitive with 
the going rate elsewhere,” he 
said.

In 1922, 2 ot he became iden- 
tified with Egan’s Rats, Londe 
was shot three times in a gang 
affray. He steadfastly refused to 
tell police or his father, a re- 
spectable tailor, anything about 
the shooting. Following his re- 
lease from City Hospital, he was 
arrested frequently with other 
Egan gangsters in police investi- 
gations of gang killings and bank 
robberies. 

His Career in Detroit. 

Seeking to avoid the attentions 
of St. Louis police, Londe went 
to Detroit in 1924, where he was 
captured in a holdup and 
sentenced to 10 to 20 years in 
prison. With severa) other con- 
victs Londe escaped from the 
Marquette (Mich.) Penitentiary 
a year later. He was recaptured 
in several days, after a fight 
with oficers in which he was 
shot through the lungs. 

Recovering from the wounds, 
Londe was transferred to the 
prison at Jackson, Mich., from 
which he was paroled in March, 
1936. Following the parole, 
which had been urged by St. 
Louis politicians, the Pearl Gar- 
ment Co., operated by the gang- 
ster’s brothers, Morris and Louis 
Londe, failed with a loss of 
$125,000 to creditors. 

The brothers were ‘charged 
with concealing assets and sen- 
enced to five years in prison 

ich,~after Morris Londe testi- 
fied that funds were withdrawn 

m the business to pay for Isa- 
dore’s parole. Morris Londe later 
changed his story and said Louis 
lost the money gambling. 

Identified in Bombing. 

In 1938 Londe was identified in 
the bombing of a Howards Clean- 
ers shop, which was closed in a 
labor dispute. He was convicted 
and sentenced to 25 years in 
prison on the identification of 
Louis Lee Baker, a Negro wit- 
nes. Baker had been shot in the 
head and left for dead several 
days before the date originally 
set for the trial, but courage- 
ously took the witness stand at 
a trial later.

mission. A favorable reply to a 
query to the Kremlin was re- 
ceived in the night, and the text 
of Khrushchev’s message was 
sent yesterday to the four west- 
ern governments. 


The government did not make 
the text of the message public. 
Ansa said it was “‘very long” and 
described its contents as “par- 
ticularly important.” It added 
that the message confirmed what 
had been said in the conversa- 
tion that Fanfani and Segni had 
with Khrushchev and that Khru- 
shchev ‘confirmed in writing 
that he had accepted the invita- 
tion expressed to him by Fanfani 
to hold negotiations between the 
Allied governments and the So- 
viet Union on the principal prob- 
lems of the present moment.”

a special series of underground 
nuclear blasts. 

The conference would vote by 
simple majority, thus depriving 
the Russians of the veto mech- 
anism they have consistently 
sought to impose.

The new rebel leadership said 
it would bolster military action 
against French rule but reaf- 
firmed that a negotiated solu- 
tion to the rebellion. still is pos- 
sible “within the fundamental 
principles safeguarding the terri- 
torial integrity of the Algerian 
territory, including the Sahara,”’ 

Recent peace talks broke down 
largely on French insistence that 
the oil-rich Sahara was not part 
of Algeria. 

The rebel statement ‘‘under- 
lined the importance of the ma- 
terial, political and diplomatic 
support from the Socialist coun- 
tries and the countries of Africa, 
Asia and Latin America.” 

Named. as foreign minister in 
the reshuffle was Saad Dahleb, 
who took part in the unsuccess- 
ful peace talks with France. 
Belkacem Krim, veteran revolu- 
tionary and leading exponent of 
the tough line, was kept on as 
deputy premier and interior min- 
ister. 

The government’s Tunis head- 
quarters announced the shake-up 
in a communique which said 
Ben Khedda would go to Cairo 
for a meeting of chiefs of state 
of the Casablanca group of Af- 
rican countries, then head Al- 
geria’s delegation to the con- 
ference of nonaligned countries 
at Belgrade beginning Friday. 

The communique made no 
mention of Abbas, Observers 
believe he was dumped because 
his policy of negotiations with 
France had failed. The talks 
broke down July 28 over the is- 
sue of control of the mineral- 
rich Sahara. 


The shakeup apparently was 
decided by the policy-making 
national council of the Algerian 
revolution which has been meet- 
ing in Tripoli, Libya.

SHRIMP? ROCK CORNISH HENS? On a picnic? Right; for 
this is a very special sort of a picnic. We've saved the best for 
last; the last of the outdoor cooking season. Of course we will 
go right on through September and far into October with meals 
in the open, but Labor day is our last chance at a long weekend, 


and a sort of unofficial closing 

Today’s whole page is a little 
off-beat, a change from the usual 
hot dog and hamburger barbecue 
fare because we thought you 
might want to wind up the sea- 
son with a sort of spectacular. 

The shrimp and Rock Cornish 
hens aren’t as ridiculous as they 
may sound. Both can be cleaned 
and refrigerated until grilling 
time draws nigh. The fresh 
shrimp, cooked in a piquant 
butter sauce, take only minutes 
to cook and set the stage for 
the feast to come. 

It takes approximately the 
same length of cooking time for 
both the Rock Cornish hens and 
the foil-baked potatoes. This will, 
of course, depend on the heat 
intensity of your grill. Remem- 
ber that hot coals, not flames, 
are best for outdoor cooking. 

The Rock Cornish hens must 
be basted frequently; the sauce 
recipe given here is a rich but- 
ter glaze sauce—a combination 
of the usual barbecue ingredi- 
ents in a butter base to which 
apple jelly has been added. 

Basting poultry, fish and meat 
frequently with a butter sauce 
produces a more moist and 
flavorful product, a. grilling tip 
well worth remembering. 

Chive butter carrots are an- 
other little extra touch to this 
elegant out-of-doors feast. This 
is a simple matter of placing 
slim carrot sticks in an alumi- 
num-foil pan and covering with 
a sauce of butter, salt and fresh- 
ly chopped chives. It will take 
about one-half hour to cook the 
carrots, so plan accordingly. 

Add a salad of those delicious- 
ly flavored home-grown tomatoes 
now in market, thinly-sliced cu- 
cumbers, a combination of ice- 
berg and Boston lettuce. Fan- 
tan rolls filled with sharp Ched- 
dar cheese, spread with a butter- 
strawberry jam glaze and toast- 
ed to a golden turn, round out 
this outdoor feast. 


Shrimp 
In Butter Sauce. 
One-half cup (one stick) butter, 
Two tablespoons lime juice. 
One teaspoon grated lime peel. 
One tablespoon lemon juice, 
One garlic clove, minced. 
Salt and pepper. 
12 shrimp, cooked and deveined. 
Make a small pan of heavy- 
duty aluminum foil. Melt butter 
in foil on top of grill. Stir in 
remaining ingredients, then add 
the shrimp. Cook four to five 
minutes to heat shrimp. 


Rock Cornish 
Hens. 

Four one-pound Rock Cornish 
hens. 

Salt and butter. 

Butter 
Glaze Sauce: 

One-third cup butter. 

One-half cup apple jelly. 

One and teaspoons 
worcestershire sauce. 

One teaspoon dry mustard. 

Two tablespoons vinegar. 

One-fourth cup catsup. 

Melt butter and add remain- 
ing ingredients. Wash and dry 
hens thoroughly. Rub cavity of 
each hen well with salt and but- 
ter; season outside of hens with 
salt. Tie the legs and wings of 
the bird ‘to the body with cord. 

Mount birds on the spit so the 
weight is properly balanced. 
Cook about 12 inches above hot 
coals. Baste frequently with 
Butter Glaze Sauce. Allow one

Baked Potatoes 
In Foil. 
Four baking potatoes. 
One-half pint sour cream. 
Wrap each potato in heavy- 
duty aluminum foil. Place on 
grill over hot coals and bake 
about one and one-fourth hours, 
turning several times. Open 
foil. Slit potato and top with 
sour cream. Serve in foil. 


Chive Butter 
Carrots. 

Two carrots, quartered length- 
wise. 

One tablespoon butter. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon chopped chives. 

Place carrots in a square of 
heavy - duty aluminum foil. 
Spread butter over them; sprin- 
kle with salt and add chives. 
Seal aluminum foil to make a 
tight package. Place on grill 
over hot coals and cook 10 min- 
utes. Turn and cook 10 minutes 
longer. 

This is sufficient for one serv- 
ing. 

Variation: Omit chives and 
sprinkle buttered carrots with 
one tablespoon brwn sugar and 
a dash of cinnamon. Turn every 
five minutes. 


Butter-Toasted Rolls. 

One dozen brown and serve fan 
tan rolls. 

Cheddar cheese cubes, about 
one inch by one-eighth inch. 

Butter, softened. 

Strawberry jam or jelly. 

Separate fan tan rolls but do 
not break apart. Insert cheese 
cubes in between _ sections. 
Spread each roll with butter. 
Glaze outer surface of rolls with 
a thin layer of strawberry jam 
or jelly. Thread on skewers and 
toast over hot coals until cheese 
melts and rolls are browned.

Three-fourths cup butter. 

One tablespoon prepared mus- 
tard.

Season chicken with salt and 
pepper. Brush with oil. Cook 
in skillet five minutes, turning 
once, to firm flesh slightly. Com- 
bine remaining ingredients and 
press evenly and firmly on 
chicken.

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Kennedy Moving to Assure 
Adequate Ammunition Supply

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—The 


Administration is acting to as- 
sure adequate supplies of am- 
munition and nuclear warheads 
in the current military build-up. 

In the Korean War, it was 
recalled, shortages of conven- 
tional ammunition developed at 
the front. 

Administration sources. still 
insist they do not believe that 
a war will develop over Berlin, 
but they have undertaken to 
build munitions stocks, from 
rifle cartridges to aerial bombs, 
adequate for at least a short 
burst of hostilities. 

Stocks of nuclear warheads 
are said to be adequate. One 
source says the European-based 
forces may be over-supplied 
with nuclear weapons, as a re- 
sult of past policies that were 
based on the idea that war in 
Europe would inevitably be a 
nuclear one. 

The Army’s pentomic divi- 
sions, for example, were said 
to have a dual capability—for 
nuclear and non-nuclear com- 
bat—but supplies are believed 
to be weighted heavily on. the 
nuclear side. 

In the 1958 crisis in the 
Taiwan Strait, it was recalled, 
Navy authorities appealed for 
increased stocks of convention- 
al weapons for the Seventh 
Fleet, lest Navy units be com- 
pelled to ‘‘kill a fly with a ham- 
mer” by using nuclear weapons 
against minor Communist 
provocations, 


The Kennedy Administration, 
in its review of defense policy, 
has stressed that it is seeking 
a flexible military capacity, 
getting away from over-reliance 
on nuclear retaliatory forces. 
The Army recently resumed 
operations at its Indiana arsenal 
at Charlestown. Present plans 
call for a resumption of opera- 


tions in only a part of the arse- 
nal’s bag-loading and propellant 
facilities. 

Army officials said contracts 
would be let shortly for both 
government-owned and privately 
operated ammunition plants. It 
could not be ascertained, how- 
ever, whether any other arsenals 
would be reopened. 

Both the Army and Navy have 
announced increases in person- 
nel manning various ordnance 
plants in anticipation of in- 
creased work. Part of the Army 
increase stems from the accel- 
erated production rate for the 
new M-14 rifle.

Liberty and Schools 


Your editorial of Aug. 23, ‘‘Liber- 
ty,.Not Tax Aid,’’ states that ‘the 
public school is founded on the 
principle that its business is non- 
religious education.’’ 


I would like to comment that, 
based on a recent survey of 4000 
public school superintendents, con- 
ducted by R. B. Dierenfield, as- 
sociate professor of education at 
Macalester College, St. Paul, Minn., 
it was determined that some 42 per 
cent of our public schools conduct 
Bible reading classes. 

Religious influence does exist in 
public schools in varying kinds and 
amounts, depending on the section 
of the country and size of com- 
munity. Those public schools which 
do provide education without a re- 
ligious element are furt</ing the 
doctrine of secularism, which in 
itself is a religion which rejects 
every form of faith. For the 
strength and well-being of our coun- 
try I hope this secularistic type of 
education will not continue to grow. 


You do admit that the parent (not 
the state) has the basic right to 
choose any one of numerous ac- 
credited school systems for educat- 
ing his child. In view of this basic 
right, the parent also has a basic 
claim on getting his fair share of 
the school tax dollars paid by him- 
self. W. R. Ulrich 


You call for liberty but not tax 
aid for children in non-public 
schools. This is a contradiction in 
terms, Where is the “liberty” to 
send these children to parochial and 
other independent schools when 
totalitarians in Washington, D.C., 
Jefferson City and Clayton extort 
education funds from parents by 
way of taxation?

Man on the Way Out 


U.N. Secretary General Hammarskjold’s an- 
nual report may be read as the warning of a 
man on his way out. With little more than a 
year to serve; he knows that the Russians in- 
tend to make his retention impossible. Yet 
it is for the world’s sake rather than his own 
that he chides not only the Russians for less 
than adequate co-operation. In the tendency 
of the great powers to by-pass the U.N., he 
foresees a dissipation of its authority. He 
sees it becoming a mere debating forum, in- 
stead of growing as an active international 
force as well. 


The Secretary General has been effective in 
maintaining this active role. When the Se- 
curity Council or the Assembly adopted only 
carefully worded resolutions, he took the re- 
sponsibility for making them effective. His 
has been the animating spirit in the various 
U.N. police forces, fact-finding commissions 
and observation teams. He gave the best éx- 
ample of this in The Congo where, despite 
a notable lack of support from some mem- 
bers, he made the U.N. a practical, successful 
force for peace.

If in spita.of the devotion of the smaller 
nations to the international organization, the 
more powerful members undercut its activi- 
ties, it will degenerate as the League of Na- 
tions degenerated. And as the frustration of 
the League was one of the preliminaries to 
the Second World War, the frustration of the 
U.N. might help to touch off another and a 
worse war. 

As Mr. Hammarskjold sees it—and who 
will say that he is altogether wrong?—the 
strong governments feel that’an international 
society, a world community, such as that en- 
visaged in the Charter is “ahead of our time.” 
So they tend to cut back the functions of the 
U.N. and place reliance, instead, on their 
armed forces. Surely this is folly. Surely 
‘member nations jointly should increase their 
efforts to make political realities come closer 
to the pattern established by the Charter.” 

Instead, the Russians have advanced their 
“troika” concept which the Secretary General 
rightly rejects. It would mean operating the 
U.N. on the basis of a balance of powers or a 
balance of ideological groupings. It would par- 
aives the U.N. through internal conflict, in- 
stead of developing it as a dynamic instrument. 

The rapid growth of the U.N. may well re- 
quire some adjustments, but these should not 
be regressive. The world demands new unify- 
ing concepts rather than a retreat to the 
old pattern of rivalries, sometimes controlled 
by alliances and sometimes not. Yet the gov- 
ernments which have most to gain by peace 
in the world are most often at fault in this 
respect. 


“A failure to gain respect for decisions or 
actions of the organization within the terms 
of the Charter is often called a failure of the 
organization,” said Mr. Hammarskjold. “It 
would seem more correct to regard it as a fail- 
ure of the world community, through its 
member nations and in particular those most 


_directly concerned, to co-operate in order, 


step by step, to make the Charter a living 
reality in practical political action as it is 
already in law.” 

The blind culpability of the Russians is all 
too apparent. But let us not overlook our 
own failures to act in the spirit of the Char- 
ter. We need recall no more than the Cuban 
fiasco. It remains a mystery why statesmen 
can show their appreciation for the commu- 
nity of interests—as the Europeans did, for 
example, in the integration of the Common 
Market—and at other times fall back on the 
most narrow and dangerous nationalism in a 
world in which all problems really are inter- 
national. With their best hope in the U.N., 
they fail to make the U.N. all that it ought 
to be. Mr. Hammarskjold, on his way out, has 
warned them. Their failure will be their loss. 


Saving the Old Capitol 


The historic old Sangamon County Court- 
house, once the Illinois state capitol, will be 
saved for posterity through the legislation 
signed by Gov. Kerner. This appropriates a 
million dollars to buy the building, in which 
Lincoln delivered his “house divided” speech. 
But more money will be needed for rehabili- 
tation and the Governor hopes private funds 
will become available for use in this effort. 
There is no reason why the three living 
former Presidents should not lend their 
names to a solicitation for this purpose, as 
Mr. Kerner suggests. For though the struc- 
ture is in Springfield, it could become an- 
other national shrine. 


De Gaulle, Tunisia and the West

lution on the French-Tunisian impasse may 
be, its adoption amounts to a rebuke to. 


_ France for disdaining Tunisia’s sovereignty 


and refusing to enter negotiations on with- 
drawal from Bizerte. The resolution is all the 
more impressive for having been adopted by 
a vote of 66-0. 

Since France boycotted the special session, 
Gen. De Gaulle may pay no more heed to 
this request than he did to a similar Security 
Council resolution. He can “get away” with 
this since there is no thought of compelling 
obedience. But such defiance would be a dis- 
play of irresponsibility—with France the chief 
but by no means the only victim. 

The Russians must be smugly satisfied with 
the vote from which ho less than 30 delega- 
tions, including that of the United States, 
abstained. While a regretful Adlai Stevenson 
said that “discretion sometimes is the better 
part of valor,” this hardly explained away 
our subservience to France. 

It is time to count the cost of this sub- 
servience, no matter how strategically im- 
portant France may be to the Western 
alliance. De Gaulle is putting an increasingly 
severe strain on that alliance. Thus four 
members of NATO felt compelled to vote 
for the resolution—and honor to them! But 
the others get little credit for not having 
voted against it. In this negative position, 
we had the support of Japan, Nationalist 
China and South Africa. Hardly impressive. 
Being armed by France, Israel naturally did 
not vote. The Latin Americans were split, 
with Bolivia, Brazil, Cuba, Colombia, Mexico 
and Venezuela voting for the resolution. Just 
about all of the new African and Asian states 
were for it. | : 

Here then is the all too obvious evidence 
of what the self-centered, undeviating policy 
of France is doing to the West and to its 
standing in the world community. With not 
one vote against the resolution, France stands 
isolated before the world. Must De Gaulle’s 


allies continue to share this disapproval? Or 
will they persuade him that there must be an 
end to his defiance of world opinion? 


New Role for Mr. Bowles 


Joseph Alsop has confirmed what was im- 
plicit in President Kennedy’s reaction to re- 
ports published in July that Under Secretary 
of State Chester Bowles would be forced out 
of the Administration. Mr. Kennedy said-a 
month ago that he had complete confidence 
in Mr. Bowles, his campaign foreign affairs 
adviser, but that he reserved the right: to 


shift him to another post if that would pro- 


vide maximum use of his talents. 

Mr. Kennedy has the right, indeed the duty, 
to make the best use of the talents available 
to him. But a statement such as this, in view 
of its timing, was equivalent to announcing 
a change for Mr. Bowles. Unfortunately, such 
is the nature of a bureaucracy, a decision of 
this nature is often firmed up by events and 
circumstances, and is irreversible. So, either 
Mr. Bowles would have to be given another 
post or have his powers nibbled away in 
gradual and subtle fashion. The latter course 
has been followed. 

Mr. Alsop reports that Mr. Bowles’s. role 
has been determined by an “unannounced 
compromise.” The Under Secretary has been 
left with his title and superficial perquisites 
but most of the responsibility and authority 
of the office have been transferred to George 
Ball, the Under Secretary for economic af- 
fairs. The first published reports that the 
President intended to fire Mr. Bowles appar- 
ently were accurate, but the intent was frus- 
trated by Mr. Bowles’s friends, who rallied 
around him because they felt he was an out- 
standing representative of liberalism in the 
State Department. 

If Mr. Kennedy was dissatisfied with some- 
thing other than. Mr. Bowles’s ideas, then Mr. 
Bowles might continue to make valuable con- 
tributions in the field of policy-making. He 
does represent liberalism and imagination— 
qualities which it is increasingly evident the 
Administration stands in heed of. But it 
would be unfair to him and to the country if 
he were expected to stay on as a mere front 
for policy being made by others. If he can- 
not have something to say about foreign poli- 
cy, he ought to resign. 


No Mule Preserve 


We are indebted to Albert Karsch, advertis- 
ing manager of The Farmington News, for a 
report that the Department of the Interior 
has rejected the idea of a United States mule 
preserve. The ground given is that mules are 
not “wildlife” like bison, elk and other crea- 
tures facing extinction. A very sensible de- 
cision. Since mules are hybrids and cannot 
reproduce, it would be necessary to replen- 
ish the mule preserve every few years. Fur- 
thermore, some would consider such distinc- 
tion insulting to the noble bison and elk. 
When the last mule dies, we can always.ob- 
tain another by mating a horse and a donkey. 


New York’s Hint to St. Louis 


The high political content of the New York 
City school scandal is obvious, but out of the 
current furor has come a fundamental re- 
form worthy of close study in St. Louis. 

The law passed by the New York Legisla- 
ture abolishes the old school board and sets 
up a new system of selecting future boards. 
A permanent 1l-member commission is es- 
tablished, consisting of the presidents of 
Columbia, New York and City universities, 
and the heads of various organizations such 
as the Bar Association, the Central Trades 
and Labor Council, the Commerce and In- 
dustry Association, the Public Education As- 
sociation, the League of Women Voters and 
others. Members serve by virtue of their of- 
fices, and are to be automatically replaced by 
their successors. 

Their chief function is to present to the 
Mayor a list of 18 nominees from which he 
must appoint a new nine-member school 
board within five days. The law also requires 
the board to make periodic reports to the 
State Regents and the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation. 

St. Louisans have been chagrined time and 
again by the performance of elected school 
board members. Sometimes it seemed that 
dedicated members were obtained only when 
a Mayor filled a vacancy by appointment. 
With notable exceptions, it seems fair to say 
that no Mayor would dare to appoint mem- 
bers as inadequate as many who managed 
to be elected. 

Surely this is a pragmatic argument for a 
Mayor-appointed board. To this method, the 
New York plan now adds the added safeguard 
of a representative panel for submitting 
screened nominees to the Mayor. 

St. Louis was a pioneer in the recruitment 
of a better judiciary through the Missouri 
Court plan. Why not consider a similar plan 
for the selection of members of the school 
board? 


A Sorry Performance 

The Miami draft board that refused a de- 
ferment for Charles Kamen, a Peace Corps 
recruit, has brought no credit on the Selec- 
tive Service System. Roy Lee Jones, chair- 
man, said the board unanimously declared 
Mr. Kamen “would be better placed in serv- 
ice, where he would be taught Americanism, 
than in the Peace Corps where he would 
teach it.” 

This comment by the board is indefensible. 
A draft board is a singularly sensitive agency. 
It must exercise its functions in a discreet 
and judicial mannor or it will lose public 
confidence. It is not the function of the board 
to decide what is Americanism, or where it 
should be learned, or to blab about the rea- 
sons for its action. The board’s duty is to 
determine as fairly as possible the priority 
of calls for military service. Period. 

It is difficult to question the view of a 
Peace Corps official that the Miami board 
appears “less interested in drafting Kamen 
than in trying to keep him out of the Peace 
Corps.” Mr. Jones said some members of 
the board are Rotarians. It was a minor dis- 
turbance created by Mr. Kamen at a Miami 
Rotary Club showing last December of the 
so-called anti-Communist film, “Operation 
Abolition,” that led to congressional demands 
for his ouster from the corps. 

There has been no friction between Selec- 
tive Service and the Peace Corps, and there 
need be none. But there will be if 
boards act like Miami No. 46. Whether or not 
Mr. Kamen should be deferred can readily 
be determined; perhaps he should not be. But 
the draft board has opened itself to a charge 
of petulance and vindictiveness; it should 
make a satisfactory explanation or quit.

All in the Umpiring 


Was it true that the umpires 
gave pitchers more of an 
edge on low strikes in the Na- 
tion League and on high ones 
in the American? 


“A bit, yes,”’ was the reflec- 
tive answer, ‘‘and it could be 
a result of the umpiring 
stances. In the American 
League, plate umpires use the 
outside protector, stand direct- 
ly behind the catcher and, it 
seems, get a better look at the 
high pitch, but not as good a 
look at the low one. 

“In the National, working 
with inside protectors at an 
angle over the catcher’s inside 
shoulder, umpires seem to be 
able to get down for a better 
look at the low one and give 
the pitcher an edge down 
there, but don’t give the pitch- 
er as much help around the 
(uniform) letters as in the 
American League.’’ 

In years past observers used 
to say that the American 
League was the fast - ball 
league, the National a league 
for breaking-ball pitchers. Re- 


_ cently, though, someone said 
_. the leagues had changed.

No Status in a 
Yacht on Riviera 


MONTE CARLO, Aug. 28. 

THE LONGEST AND MOST UNLIKELY sight in the 
lovely yacht harbor here is the Shemara, the 800-ton yacht of 
Lady Docker. Lady Docker, as I guess everyone now knows, 
is not allowed ashore, not only in Monte Carlo but anywhere 
on the Riviera, a penalty 
for having offended Prince 
Rainier. However, the 
Shemara is under charter 
to a moneybags named 
Semenenko for a reported 
$2000 a day. Since the ban 
on the Dockers does not 
extend to their boat, it is 
tied up here. 

It’s been a long time 
since J. P. Morgan was 
asked how much it costs to 
run a yacht. His celebrated 
answer, “‘Anyone who asks 
that question can’t afford 
it,”” seems out of date, The 
other day there were 535 
yachts in Cannes harbor, 
so obviously quite a let of 
people can afford it. Well, 
maybe not afford it. Any- 
how they do it.

But what do you get 
for $2000 a day? Actually, you don’t have to rent the 
Docker’s yacht. You can get quite a nice yacht for as 
little as $1000 a day. So there you sit at $1008 a day 
on your rented yacht. What happens next? I asked 
Andre Sonfer, the directeur of the Hotel Carlton and 


one of the leading lights in the building of the Cannes 
new yacht club, the question. 


*‘They go to the islands for breakfast,” said Sonier, “Takes 
about 10 minutes. That figures out to about $500 & mile.” 

You can hardly ask for a better status symbol than that. 
Five hundred dollars a mile is extraordinary status. But not 
the ultimate in status. Probably the ultimate in status is 
Niarchos’s huge and beautiful sailing ship, the Creole, which 
is tied up at Villefranche, and almost never sails anywhere 
because it requires such an enormous crew that there is no 
room left for passengers. A sailing ship that doesn’t sai] but 
simply lies there, eating up money, can hardly be improved 
on in the status line. 


There’s another yacht here, the Dulsol III, which 
plies from Cannes to Eden Roc and back. Of course, 
you can cover the same ground by car in 15 min- 
utes but without the exquisite pleasure of its costing 
you $1000 a day. Then, of course, there’s Lady Docker, 
who is a rather special case. She can cruise round the 
Riviera on her big boat which requires a crew of 30 to 
minister to the wants of 12 which is all it sleeps. But 
she can’t get off. A boat that can go somewhere but 
is not permitted to touch shore is even more extrava- 
gantly useless. 


Still, they’re such pretty toys that I must confess I'd 
rush to buy one, too, if I could afford it. Fortunately I can’t, 
thus being saved the wear and tear of thinking of something 
to do with the craft every day. Still, I’m devoured by curiosity 
about what one gets out of a yacht to repay one for the money 
and anguish one puts in it. So I asked Fritz Loewe, co-author 
of ‘“‘My Fair Lady” and “Camelot” and other entertainments, 
and one of the latest addicts of yachting. 

“T think if you’re inclined to the sea at all, it’s the dream 
of every boy to own a yacht and sail off to the South Seas,” 
said Loewe, 


Loewe rented the Fatima, an %-ton sailing 
yacht, for two summers, and he’s so crazy about it, 
he plans to buy it and remodel it. What, I asked, are 
the greatest pleasures of yachting? 

“Pulling away from shore and leaving everyone 
behind,” said Loewe promptly. “What a thrill! I don’t 
have a ship-to-shore telephone, so no oe can get to me 
at all, I don’t like telephones. Bad sews I don’t want 
to hear. Good news I no longer need.” 


Of course, the marvelous and terrible thing about any 
status symbol is that there’s no end to it. You work and 
slave all your life to own a yacht. Finally, you have it—only 
to discover some of the very best people have two yachts. 

As a matter of fact, there’s an even greater status symbol 
than owning a yacht which is not owning a yacht—like Jack 
Warner or Prince Karim, two of the Riviera’s most celebrated 
non-yacht Owners, who are so rich they don’t need yachts ‘to 
proclaim it. But, of course, you have to be fearfully rich to 
be’ able to afford no yacht at all.

This isn’t 
so bad, except that they do it in both directions and the 
Rome Daily American keeps a box score of the deaths. 

As they approach each other at high speed, the drivers 
do not use horns because horns could not be heard. By day 
and by night, they flash the headlights at each other, and then 
wait to see which one will chicken out. The best way to ride 
a taxi in this city is to relax with hands over both eyes, mur- 
muring some suitable prayer. 


Morning in Rome is always a special treat. The 
pale curtains lift igward on the breeze, and fall back 
into place. The sun is bright and there is a sweet odor 
in the air. Trying to get a waiter to understand me 
is something else. I like breakfast served in the room 
and this man is short and correct and practically sings 
‘‘Buon giorno!” to us.

CLEVELAND, Aug. 28. 

HAROLD T. CLARK chucked 
a career as one of the city’s 
most successful corporation law- 
yers 23 years ago and proceeded 
to make a full-time profession of 
his previous hobby of giving big 
chunks of cash to worthwhile 
causes, 

Since then, he has handed out 
an estimated $100,000,000—usual- 
ly with a plea for “no personal 
publicity, please.” 

» As a result, as he approaches 
his seventy-ninth birthday Sept. 
4, Clark is virtually unknown to 
the general public of this com- 
munity. But his monuments are 
in evidence throughout the city. 

The massive marble Cleveland 
Museum of Art, the modernistic 
Museum of Natural History, the 
Cleveland Zoo, the Cleveland 
School of Art, Karamu House— 
these are only a few of the insti- 
tutions that have profited from 
his benefactions. 

He introduced special classes 
for the blind in public schools, 
started the public, library’s 
braille collection, donated a spe- 
cial fund to increase the salaries 
of Western Reserve University 
faculty members, and handed the 
city $2,000,000 to landscape the 
Mall when no public funds were 
available for the downtown beau- 
tification project. 

Some of the money Clark gives 
away is his own. But the biggest 
portion comes’ from wealthy 
clients who retain him to give 
away their fortunes ‘“‘where it 
will do the most good.” And 
Clark is never at a loss for good 
projects in need of cash. 

“I could give away a few bil- 
lion dollars if I had it,” he 
chuckles. ‘“‘I’d need much more 
than that if I took advantage of 
every opportunity to contribute 
that’s offered to me.” 

The attorney is obviously em-

tempt to honor him. “I can’t 
spare much time for that sort 
of thing,” is his typical’ reply 
to an invitation to a dinner in 
his honor. 

However, he finds plenty of 
time to accompany small chil- 
dren through the exhibition halls 
of the Museum of Natural His- 
tory, making mental notes on 
what’ interests them — and the 
questions they ask which might 
be answered by new exhibits. 


Clark remembers his own 
boyhood as an exhilarating ex- 
perience. He was born in 
Derby, Conn., near the home 
of P, T. Barnum, the master 
showman. Barnum, oddly 
enough, was Clark's youthful 
idol—although not the idol of 
his wealthy father, William J. 
Clark. 


The elder Clark was a top ex- 
ecutive of the General Electric 
Co., and was able to give his 
son an excellent education. The 
youth attended Yale University, 
took a trip abroad, and later 
graduated from Harvard Law 
School. He decided to practice 
law in Cleveland, a city where 
he had never set foot. 

Coming to the Lake Erie me- 
tropolis, he took a job with the 
law firm of Squire, Sanders & 
Dempsey, which is a formida- 
ble name in legal circles. That 
was in 1906. Five years later, 
he married Mary Sanders, 
daughter of the head of the firm. 
Clark was managing partner of 
the firm when the DuPont Corp. 
attempted to lure him away to 
become its general counsel in 


he rejected the golden offer. 

Born to wealth, Clark never 
considered mere acquisition of 
money to be a major goal in 
life. He thought time spent 
studying nature and doing things 
for other people was more re- 
warding. At one time, he thought 
it was great fun to wear a fancy 
uniform—and one of his daugh- 
ters used a Wellesley College 
thesis to record his recollection 
of riding in President William 
Howard Taft’s inaugural parade 
as a member of Troop A of the 
Ohio National Guard. 

“Come back here, dearie!” a 
woman called to her daughter 
as the lavishly caparisoned com- 
pany rode by. “One of them 
kings might fall off!" 

During World War I, Clark 
served as a military intelligence 
officer and an assistant to Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, chairman of 
the War Industries Board. He 
went to Paris as a member of 
the American Commission to 
Negotiate Peace. 

Noting the plight of blinded 
war veterans, he became a cru- 
sader for greater opportunities 
for the blind. He also became an 
enthusiastic supporter of Negro 
welfare activities. 

Clark’s decision to abandon 
his lucrative corporation law 
practice was made two years 
after the death of his first wife, 
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leaving him with six children to 
rear. He married the former 
Marie Odenkirk, who had been 
his secretary for 20 years and a 
close friend of the late Mrs. 
Clark: The couple enthusiastical- 
ly embarked on their new career 
of giving money away, instead 
of trying to make it. 


As president of the Cleve- 
land Museum of Art, Clark 
made it the wealthiest institu- 
tion of its kind in the world by 
handing it a $33,000,000 endow- 
ment from the Leonard C. 
Hanna Jr. Fund. 

The same source provided 
$10,000,000 for University Hos- 
pitals, $10,000,000 for the West- 
ern Reserve University Med- 
ical School, and $5,000,000 for 
the Cleveland Development 
Foundation, established by 
local businessmen to carry out 
a bold program of slum clear- 
ance. 


In memory of Leonard Hanna, 
the culture conscious steel ty- 
coon, Clark also handed $1,000,- 
000 each to the Case Institute of 
Technology and Karamu House, 
a settlement house devoted to 
the development of Negro ar- 
tists. Case Tech was accus- 
tomed to big gifts, but the unex- 
pected and unsolicited shower of 
greenbacks caused the Karamu 
House staff to literally dance 
and sing with joy. 

Dr. John Millis, president of 
Western Reserve University, had 
difficulty restraining himself 
from a similar demonstration 
when Clark quietly stopped by 
his office and announced that he 
was arranging for the univer- 
sity to receive $75,000 a year to

increase faculty salaries. 

‘We're running out of money,” 
Clark apologized, speaking as 
executor of the Hanna estate and 
trustee of the Hanna Fund, “‘or 
we might have given more... .” 

As a matter of fact, the funds 
available for Clark to dispense 
seem to grow instead of di- 
minish. Every so often, the 
death of a wealthy Clevelander 
is followed by the filing of a will 
designating Clark as executor, 
with instructions and authority 
to divide millions of dollars 
among cultural and welfare or- 
ganizations. 

Clark refuses to total the 
amounts he has dispensed. ‘‘It’s 
nobody’s business but my own,”’ 
he says. “It really doesn’t make 
any difference—as long as the 
money is well spent. Besides, | 
don’t want any personal pub- 
licity.

Giving away millions of dollars 
is apparently a healthy occupa- 
tion, too, since Harold Clark is 
still a frequent visitor at the zoo 
of which he is president emeritus, 
at the bird sanctuary he donated 
to the public, and at all the 
museums he benefited, 

One of his major projects at 
the moment is an effort to get 
expensive exhibits out of the 
museums and into the commu- 
nity. He'd like to display the 
treasures of the art and natural 
history museums in_ schools, 
branch. libraries and other neigh- 
borhoed facilities. 

“A lot of people who might not, 
be able to visit the museums 
would get to enjoy them,” he 
explains. “This is something that 
would benefit everyone. Let’s 
talk: about this program — not 
about me.”
